is  a foot  rule  by  which  those  too  far  away  to  visit  us  can 
measure  the  extent  of  our  nurseries.

Further  along  the  road  and  not  included  in 
this  picture  are  the  original  Collins  home  and  the  earlier 
built  packing  sheds. 

Running  from  this  facing  page  to  the  inside  rear  cover, 
note  the  large  level  portion  near  the  bottom,  the  6 acres 
devoted  to  growing  roses,  under  irrigation.  This  six  acres 
gives  you  some  idea  of  what  is  meant  by  our  400  acres  in 
Nurseries  and  Orchards.

How  to  Plant  and  Care  for  Evergreens 

Collins  evergreens  are  grown  in  rich  garden 
loam  and  are  delivered  to  you  in  the  only  way  in 
which  mature  evergreens  should  be  shipped — with 
their  roots  undisturbed  in  a large  mound  of  earth. 

When  planting  it  is  not  necessary  to  remove  the 
bag  holding  the  earth.  Simply  water  well  and 
plant  the  trees  just  as  they  arrive  with  the 
bag  still  tied.  The  bag  keeps  the  roots 
from  harm  and  preserves  the  original  loam, 
and  has  no  disadvantage  since  it  rots  away 
in  two  or  three  weeks. 

Evergreens  require  very  little  cultivat- 
ing, breaking  the  upper  crust  of  earth  at 
intervals  being  all  that  is  necessary.  The 
most  important  attention  you  can  give  them  is  the  frequent 
watering  at  the  roots.  To  water  properly,  punch  holes  with  a 
hoe  or  broom  handle  on  each  side  of  the  plant,  about  18 
inches  deep,  as  shown  in  the  illustration  at  the  left.  By  pour- 
ing water  in  these  holes  it  gets  to  the  roots  where  it  is  needed.
